- Attention is invited to the provision made in para 84 of 
Chapter IV of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1984 . 


2 . Under clause (b ) of sub -para 1 of the above paragraph , the import of permis 
sible spare parts and small tools required for the purpose of the Actual Userg 
factory will be allowed upto 25 % of the face value of A . U . licences issued for 
import of raw materials / components . 


3 . It is hereby clarified that the Importers while effecting imports of spare parts 
and small tools should make a check to ensure that the spare parts / small tools are 
permissible for import, according to the import policy in force at the time the 
indents are placed for their imports against the A . U . licences for raw materials / 
components in question with the foreign suppliers and not the policy in force at the 
time of issue of the licence .
